The tracks of the Pan Handle rail­ 
road for fourteen miles, between Bur- 
gettstown and New Cumberland J u» .c- 
tlon, were carried from the roadbed.

At many places in that tei- 
rltory railroad tracks were so badly 
crippled that It Is not ho(>ed to re­ 
sume operations for a week.

were put out of commission and many 
homes were wreck « si.
